WHIMS OF PIONEER MINERS. 


Many of th® Early Prospectors Select¬ 
ed th® Names of Wives or Sweet¬ 
hearts, Which Stand Now as Remind¬ 
ers of Romances of Bygone Dayt. 

Behind the names of many of tho 
mining claims und mines of every min¬ 
ing district lu tho west there lies a 
wealth of romance nnd history, both 
pathetic nml ludicrous. Tho Black 
Hills furnish ns many aud as good ex¬ 
amples of the peculiar circumstances 
under which many claims are natnod 
as any locality In the country. 

Olio of tho liest known mines in tho 
southern hills Is the lloly Terror. Back 
In the enrly days this claim was lo¬ 
cated by an old miner who had work¬ 
ed sotno years without success. Tho 
claim was a hard one to work. When 
the man went homo In the evening 
after locating Ids claim Ids wife naked 
Idm what bo named It. He smiled and 
told her, “For you, my dear,” and her 
further Inquiry drew forth the fact 
that be had called it Holy Terror. An¬ 
other man once named Ids claim Gen¬ 
tle Atinlo for Ids wife, while still n 
third perpetuated the memory of Ids 
wife, who was a noted clubwoman, by 
naming Ids claim Silent Julia. 

Tho bills nre dotted with tho names 
of claims m ailing romances of bygono 
days. Many a young, ambitious man 
entno hero when tho mining boom of 
the eighties was at its height, lured 
w ith hope of a fortune, nml nil that re¬ 
mains to tell the tale Is tho natiio of 
Katie \V. or Mabel H. or Lulu J. Many 
a sweetheart or wife lu tho faraway 
east was honored In tho uniniug of u 
claim that Its owner hoped would provo 
a bonanza. Some few made good. Wit¬ 
ness tlie Annie Fraction und the Josle, 
both of wldcb word named for tho 
eastern wives of their owners. They 
arc In the Halil mountain district nnd 
have produced thousands of dollars for 
tho locators. 

lu tho Galena district there Is n 
small abandoned claim known ns tho 
Widow, with which there goes a story. 
Years ago a youth named Ilnnley ap¬ 
peared from somewhere with a few 
thousand nml with zeal cotnmcuced to 
sink Ids money lu n holo In tho ground 
in tho hope of u vast fortune. Hack 
In tho old homo it little widow waited 
iu vain for tho golden wealth bo said 
was sure to come and tho wedding 
day that would celebrate it. It took 
but u short time for tho youth's small 
savings to dwindle away with his in¬ 
experience, and, chagrined aud dis¬ 
heartened, he put n bullet through his 
brain on the site of bis blasted hopes. 

One prospector who worked diligent¬ 
ly on a claim which was staked by nn 
outsider aud bad dlllleulty in oven get¬ 
ting bis living expenses secured bis re¬ 
venge by naming Ills claim Old l'er- 
slinmon. 

Men of patriotic turn of mlud have 
chosen names of those famous lu his¬ 
tory, ns Washington, Lincoln, etc. 
Knell or the presidents lias been re¬ 
membered, fnmoiiH generals, all of tho 
slates, sea faring heroes and heroes of 
the Philippines, ns Dewey and Fun* 
ston. Indian names by tho score are 
found, as Hiawatha, Minnekuhta aud 
Nanoma. Those of sporting proclivi¬ 
ties chose race horses, hh Nancy liauks, 
Salvator, Maud S., Bed Wilkes, Joe 
Pateheu. Favorite authors have been 
remembered, ns Longfellow, Hums and 
Dickens. One student named bis 
group Milt lades, Mark Anthony, Attiln 
and Cleopatra. 

Olio man of a pessimistic vein thoso 
What's Left ami Some Left. The aver¬ 
age business man lu nnmlng clultns 
will choose n simple name nnd use u 
series of numbers, as, for lustuucc, 
Thomas No. 1, Thomas No. 1’, etc. One 
man favored Ills wife by cnlliiig bis 
claim Keil Headed Woman. Two ad¬ 
joining claims are known as On Time 
aud Late. 

Au odd ease was known In the numo 
of the lloodlchug claim, which was lo¬ 
cated by a German and mi Irishman 
nnd Intended by the former to bo called 
Hcldcllierg. When the Irishman reach¬ 
ed town to record the location lie laid 
forgotten his partner's selection of a 
name and said it was something like 
Hoodlebug. which, for convenience, 
was the iiniue recorded. 

The Prodigal Son lived up to Its 
name by bankrupting Its locator, who 
returned to Iowa at the behest of the 
father who laid put up the funds for 
the venture. Among the names that 
doubtless conceal stories never known 
are Old Whiskers.

WOLVES I EAR IRON. 

i*. Piece of tho Metal Will K®*p tbs 
Anim.i!* From Any Caroata. 

In the early tlnya wolves wofo coin- 
l iratlvely unsuspicious, nnd It was 
.•y to trap or polaon thorn. Then 
m* v knowledge, a letter comprohcn- 
» l i of the modern dangers, scorned to 
plead among the wolves. They learn¬ 
ed how to defect nnd defy tho traps 
and poison, and In sotno way tho 
knowledge was passed from ono to nn- 
oiher till all wolves wore fully pos- 
Reused of tho Information. How this 
Is done Is not easy to say. It Is easier 
to prove that It Is done. Few wolves 
ever get Info a trap, fewer still get Into 
a trap and out again, and thus they 
learn that u steel trap Is a thing to 1m 
feared And yet nil wolves hnvo tho 
knowledge, ns every trapper knows, 
and since they could not get It nt first 
hand they must hnvo got It sccoud 
hand that Is, the Information was 
eoiutmiulenled to them by other* of 
their kind. 

It Is well known umoug hunters that 
a piece of Iron Is enough to protect any 
carcass from the wolves. If a doer 
or antelope lias Ihhmi shot and Is to 1 >o 
left out overnight, all that Is needed 
for Its protection Is nn old horseshoe, 
a spur or even any part of tho hunt¬ 
er's dress. No wolf w ill go near such 
suspicious looking or human tainted 
thing'*. They will starve rather than 
approach the carcass so guarded. 

With poison a similar change has 
come about. Strychnine wns consid¬ 
er’ d infallible when tlrst It was Intro¬ 
duced. It did vast destruction for a 
time; then the wolves seemed to dis¬ 
cover the danger of that particular 
smell and would uo longer take the 
poisoned bait, as I know from number¬ 
less experiences. 

It Is thoroughly well know'U among 
the cattlemen now that the only chnnco 
of poisoning wolves Is In the Into atiui- 
liter and early autumn, when the young 
are beginning to run with tho mother. 
She cannot watch over nil of them tho 
whole time, nml there Is a chance of 
pome of them finding tho halt nml tak¬ 
ing It before they have been taught to 
let that sort of niiicII thing alone. 

The result Is Hint wolves nro on tho 
Increase. They hnvo boon, indeed, 
since the Into eighties. They hnvo re¬ 
turned to ninny of their old hunting 
grounds In the cattle countries, and 
each yenr they seem to bo more nu¬ 
merous nml more widely spread, thnnks 
to their mastery of the new problems 
forced upon them by civilization.— 
Krnest Thompson Hetoti In American 
Magazine.

But one tiny news won received of n 
very tllfferent kind Cnptfltn llerano 
Imd ber*n Htatlom*d at an imjtortant 
point with It Im battery and orderitl to 
bold It at any cost, lie Imd been at¬ 
tacked by a Mtmill foree. wlileli hail 
come o;i Kt€*:tdlly In face of a ferritic 
Are with no loss whatever, mid before 
they reached the Japanese position Ile- 
rnno nnd ills men found It necessary 
either to desert their gun* or in* taken 
prisoners. llerano drew off the com¬ 
mand. leaving the guns, which It was 
Impossible to save. But before the 
Russians cattle near enough to prevent 
him he seized a caisson containing am¬ 
munition nnd with the help of Ids men 
dragged It away. This was the only 
part of tho battery saved. 

Ills general, teeing Ids retreat, rode 
up and ordered Idm to go to the rear 
under arrest. 

"General," said the cnptnlti, "I have 
a request to make. I desire that the 
caisson we have saved be placed under 
tho care of my first sergeant" 

"What’s a caisson compared with a 
whole battery?" snarled the general. 
"You should have tiled at your guns." 

"Thnt would have Involved the dentil 
of tunny more who tuny live nnd con¬ 
quer hy my ret rent." 

The captain hail been nn excellent 
officer, and the general was too much 
engaged wills weightier matters to 
hear more nt the time, so he granted 
the strange request and ordered the 
llrst sergeant to take charge of the 
caisson. As soon ns there wns n lull 
In the fighting n court mnrthil wns or¬ 
dered to try Cnptnln llerano for Ills 
Inglorious retreat. When Ills little 
sweetheart heard of his disgrace she 
was more pained than If he had died 
In defense of his guns. Sossnn wrote 
only the facts, uot venturing any opin¬ 
ion ns to what punishment would l>o 
meted out to him. Ills ease was a 
mystery to his superiors, for they were 
all aware of his brilliant record up to 
the time of his disgrace. 

Finally the court convened, and the 
captain was brought before It under a 
charge of cowardice and Inefficiency, 
tho speelllcatlons Itelng. tlrst, that he 
had not tiled nt Ills gnus, but had him¬ 
self given the order for his men to re¬ 
treat; second, that lie had uot trained 
his men In marksmanship, since Ills 
shots had done no damage to the en¬ 
emy; third, that he had dragged away 
a caisson of ammunition when the same 
effort might have saved a gun which 
was far more valuable. 

Sonic witnesses testified that the 
gunners IIrod too low, others that they 
Bred too high. One witness declared 
that he could tell tho difference by 
sound between a shotted gnu and 
blank cartridge, and that Captain 
Ileruno's guns were not shotted. This 
was tho most damaging testimony of 
the prosecution, for a commander who 
would receive an enemy with blank 
cartridges must be mad. When the 
evidence against him was all in Cap¬ 
tain llerano was called upon for his 
defense. At Ills elbow stood Ills first 
sergeant, at whose feet were plied a 
dozen shells. At a word from llerano 
the sergeant took up a shell, which he 
lifted with such ease as to surprise all 
present, and placed It on a table be¬ 
hind which sat the president of the 
court. 

"There," said the accused, "Is one 
of the sluflls with which we defended 
ourselves iu the recent attack." 

Taking a heavy artillery saber from 
the sergeant, llerano raised It and held 
It poised f«»r a moment above the shell. 
The court, seeing his Intention to bring 
the sword down on the explosive, 
Jumped from their seats, but too late. 
The saber’s edge descended with ter¬ 
rific foree on tho shell. 

Was Ilcrnno so desperate as to com¬ 
mit suicide and kill tiiose who snt In 
judgment over him! 

No. There was a surprise In store 
for those who looked on. with eyeballs 
starting from their sockets. The'shell 
wns split in two like wood—which it 
wns—and out poured n heap of saw¬ 
dust, while a red dust of brick rose 
from the parts. 

"Gentlemen," said tho rnptuln, "do 
you wonder that wo were beaten with 
•ueii menus of defense? You think we 
should have died at our guns. Well, 
suppose we had. who would have 
known of the character of this ammu¬ 
nition?" 

Kvery shell proved the same, and 
tho court was convinced. 

In a few days Tsuslmn was delight¬ 
ed to hear of her lover's acquittal and 
reinstatement. 

Two hours after the arrival of tho 
news It was announced thnt the officer 
In charge of an ammunition niaiiufae- 
tory had committed Imrnklrl. 

The goveriiine.it. having need of an 
officer It could trust to Inspect all am¬ 
munition sent to the front, promofpd 
llerano to be major and brought him 
back to Japan for the purpose. Thus 
In less than a year of service he was 
enabled to marry bis swenthenrt and 
live at home.

Remove the cockerels from the pullets 
ns soon ns It can he done, as the pullets 
III thrive better If kept separate from 
cockerels and adults. The cockerels will 
bring more money If sold when young, 
and to retain them Is simply to use more 
food nnd then sell at a lower price later 
Just as soon as cockerels develop 
their combs they bring the same prices In 
market as old roosters.

Rye Is a good cheap poultry food when 
grown to be pastured, and all w ho are 
llxcd so that they may have a patch of rye 
near the chicken runs, w III make a mis¬ 
take If they fall to have the rye there. 
Clover Is all right, but rye Is almost, If 
not quite, as good and can be grown In 
so much less time, and at less cost anil 
less trouble. 

* 

To produce eggs, t\ie liens must have 
nitrogenous food In some shape, and If 
they are deprived of It they will seek It 
herever It can bo procured. Tho first 
time an egg Is broken, ami $ hen partakes 
of its contents, she will learn to associ¬ 
ate the egg and the food supply together, 
and will learn to cat eggs simply because 
hIic requires such food. To prevent It, 
give her meat, milk, linseed oil, hrau and 
green food, and make the nest In such 
manner that hut little light can enter, and 
she will soon cease the practice of egg 
atlng. 

JT 

While the milk cows are browsing the 
long fall grass, keeping fat and giving 
abundance of milk, the farmer Is apt to 
forget that soon the frosts will come ami 
the wintry winds will ho blowing. Then 
without a shelter the cows will be shiver¬ 
ing behind fencos ami old, tumble-down 
straw stacks while they consuiqc their 
surplus of feed in keeping warm .instead 
of making milk. After they have fallen 
off decidedly In their quantity of lactic 
fluid the farmer will liegln to realize he 
must prepare a shelter for them. Ami 
even though the cows are housed, It takes 
them quite a while to get hack to their 
natural How of milk. 

In most gardens horseradish grows In 
some distant corner with other crops 
from year to year, some of the roots being 
taken up for using and the rest left to 
propagate. Itlssnch a hardy plant It 
may require digging out once In awhile to 
prevent it becoming troublesome. Where 
grown for sti Icily commercial purposes 
Its cultivation Is more thorough aud all 
tho roots are taken up In the fall or 
spring. For such purposes new roots 
are set out each spring In rows about two 
feet apart aud the cuttings about twelve 
to eighteen Inches apart In a row. 

+ 

Kvery tiller of the soil should so strive 
to utilize the home products of the farm 
as to reduce the expenditure of ready 
cash for farm purposes to a minimum; 
and there is no department ou the farm 
where a greater reformation could and 
should he made than In the purchase of 
fertilizers. It Is true that we must apply 
plant food to take the place of that con¬ 
sumed by plauls, but the purchase of com¬ 
mercial fertilizers calls for a considerable 
money outlay, and the same Improvement 
can undoubtedly he obtained much more 
economically by a Judicious growing of 
cover crops and the application of manure 
manufactured through the repertoire of 
general farming.

When a cow leaches a certain produc¬ 
tion, beyond that point, the milk U pro¬ 
duced at more coat. With an average 
cow It 1* possible to gel a production of 
seven or eight ibouaand pouuda of milk lu 
a year at a moderate coat, but w hen you 
get beyond this, and try to make a “big 
record,” It adda materially to the coat. 
Kvery one hundred pound* of milk which 
a cow produces beyond her uatural limit 
of production costa from one to three dol¬ 
lars; hence our dairymen have to study 
more and more closely how they can feed 
their cows economically lu order to pro¬ 
duce milk at a prodt. It Is not altogether 
the quantity of milk the dairy cow yields 
which should receive attention, hut the 
uet protll which she turns into her own¬ 
er's pocket In twelve mouths is of more 
Importance.

It 1* uot s matter to cause surprise that 
the boot aud shoe trade should be feeliug 
some effects of the gcueral embarrass¬ 
ment to business, but that it Is no worse 
Is s point lu Its favor which will be uo 
small factor lu the restoration of confi¬ 
dence, aud a decided advantage wlreu 
trade Is resumed 

It has been of advantage to the shoe 
tiufiuess that a holiday has afforded au 
excuse for a day's let-up It 1» also a 
IjeuetU that the work ou heavy goods ts 
eliding at this time, a.so that stock-taking 
sud overhauling plauls are lu order Just 
now. The coining of the holtday,.*ca*uu, 
vv ilh the increased sales iujihe retail trade 
Is auother factor which helps to Insure a 
better feeliug So taking all thlugs Into 
consideration it is fortunate for the trade 
that It Is so well conditioned. 

Kxpressious of sati-'facilou are bewrd 
n all parts of the couutr y over trade coo- 


ill Hour as they have existed, and while 
the enthusiasm ttyit was anticipated as a 
concomitant of t^c general increase In 
huHlness has not |wen let loose, manufac¬ 
turers and dealers are not finding fault, 
which, considering the situation of some 
other trades, la a favorable commentary 
on the boot and shoe trade. 

In the manufacturing end^there Is vary¬ 
ing activity; some shops will be closed 
for a time, continuing the Thanksgiving 
recess for a longer period than common. 
At the same time, other shops are resum¬ 
ing work after a brief recess. Aa must 
be expected, the volume of work on band 
In the shops Is less than ordinarily at this 
time, for buyers were very wary about 
placing contracts at the time expected, 
and the general distrust has restrained 
many possible orders which would have 
occurred later. Therefore manufacturers 
must govern themaelvea according to the 
conditions, and the output of the shops 
will be reduced. 

Conslderablefbustnesa has been done, 
and many orders, some of them of good 
size, have been received, but the depart¬ 
ment stores, the orders of which are be¬ 
coming an Important factor In a season's 
business, have bfea keeping out of the 
market, for they know that their sales 
depend In a great degree on the patron¬ 
age of those people who are the first to 
fuel the effects of retrenchments and cut- 
downs. It Is the opinion, however, that 
these houses are simply waiting for the 
storm to blow over, and that they will he 
comlog Into the market with orders In a 
few weeks. The first of January la being 
set as the time w hen the old gloom is to 
be laid aside for the new hope, and after 
that dale business Is expected to go for¬ 
ward with rapidity. 

There are buyers wbo as a result of 
caution have beeu asking manufacturers 
to hold'lhelr shipments temporarily; now 
they are gelling over their fright and have 
notified the manufacturer that the order 
will he reinstated, and wauled tilled and 
delivered as soon aa possible. 

The change of temperature, which has 
been experienced during tbe’psst|weck Is 
provlug a stimulus to trade, and prepara¬ 
tions are being made everywhere to meet 
the holiday business, in some.|place* the 
Christmas buying has already begun, salea 
of slippers have been suclqas are usual at 
this time, aud those haudliug such goods 
anticipate a brisk business. 

There Is a spreading aud a growing de¬ 
mand for russela for winter wear, espe¬ 
cially lu those localities where winter 
does uot lie very heavily. A Philadelphia 
wholesale dealer says his house is having 
about all they can do to meet the deuiaud 
for men’s heavy oll-tauued ,russets. The 
demaud for brown goods for .women's 
wear Is also Increasing. Signs for next 
year ludlcate that In the race he tweed tans 
aud patents, tans are Just uow gaining

Miss Tower entered some flfiy-slt years 
ago, has kept Bn name unchanged for the 
twenty-fit * 4 years «he has owned and con- 
(foiled II 4 * ntl'lftn and Is one of the oldest 
business bouses of our ancient tow n 

When Miss Tower came to assist Miss 
Rice about 1851, Miss Rice sooft learned to 
ilefer to her clerk's frood judgment and» 
Inter, to depend upon her for everything 
Miss Tower gave to her employer a daugh¬ 
ter’s love and devotion for thirty years, 
or until Miss Rice’s death at the advanced 
age of 87 This true-hearted fidelity to 
her friends we have seen exemplified 
again and again in the life of Mlsa Tower, 
and nndcr such circumstances as to al- 
must give a new and more sacred mean¬ 
ing to the word friendship.

It 
was tllillotilt to linnglno tlio modest 
looking little girl tints exposing her¬ 
self, tlmugli I tlo not moan to Imply 
that 11 model may not in that ease Ik* 
modest. I.llllnn. however, made sulll 
dent money 1 •> pay hor room rent nnd 
keep quite enough flesh on tier bones 
to insure employment at her railing 
Arflo dress, sin* was never well dress¬ 
ed except in tin* line clothes provided 
by tho artists for whom she posed. 
Ilcr people lived In the country. She 
hud left tln-m to conn* to tlie city and 
while looking for employment was tali 
on up by an artist who made Illustra¬ 
tions for magazines, and In that way 
she came to be a model. 

Of course t.llllun fell Into hohemluti 
life. Several of us, all bohemians, 
used to have suppers together and 
were usually accompanied by some of 
the models whom we used to em¬ 
ploy. I.illiati made no scruple to at 
tend these suppers nnd never field 
her fiend above the other models who 
posed ns required, but her demeanor 
was always ladylike, and at tin* slight 
est suggestion of Impurity sin* would 
leave us. Therefore whenever she was 
present we were especially careful. 

Any of us would have lieen glad or 
Lillian's preference, but It was re¬ 
served for my friend Kendall to ab¬ 
sorb all site had to bestow Kendall 
was a handsome fellow aud ns attrac¬ 
tive otherwise as handsome. We all 
agreed that Ite and Lillian made a very 
pretty eotiple. Kendall had bn rely 
scraped enough together to secure Ills 
education at the art school, but soon 
nfter graduation made some success nt 
Illustrating Hut lie was ambitious to 
paint marine views and In Ills Iqfatun- 
tlon dropped Ills other work.

1 was poor as a church mouse 
nnd could do but little for him lu pro¬ 
viding means, and the rest of our set 
were In the same fix. Not one of us 
but had a hard time to live. I no¬ 
ticed that the longer Kendall’s Illness 
lasted the more worried he seemed to 
bo about his necessities and where 
they were to come from. I was with 
him one morning when the subject was 
mentioned—Lillian was there, too—and 
when he spoke with Infinite depression 
ns to fils condition she said cheerfully: 

"He's blue today. Como nnd see him 
tomorrow. He’ll have a windfall." 

I called the next day and found n 
lot of delicacies on the table, now nnd 
clean linen on Ills bed—Indeed, 11 num¬ 
ber of comforts lie so much needed. 
Nevertheless lie looked more dismal 
than ever. I asked him where Ids luck 
had come from, but lie only shook Ids 
head. 

The next Incident 1 refer to Ih this: 
In N.'s picture of that year, which was 
sold for $3.r»(M). was a mule figure of 
a nymptli. We all agreed that It re¬ 
sembled Lillian. Wo asked N. If she 
had been Ids model, lint fie turned 
away and evaded a direct answer, say¬ 
ing:

Shade 
sired to p'issesM It. lull so did tin.' presl 
dent. The result of Individual greed 
wan a .|Unrrel and a separation, and 
the president was probably rejoiced 
when she pocketed a certain sum of 
money nnd sailed away for the United 
States, leaving him to work Ids own 
private schemes to enrich himself lie 
thought ho knew the Imroness pretty 
well, but the results astonished him. 
To capitalists, senators and others she 
proposed a combine or trust to get 
possession of those mines. It could 
not Ikj done without n revolution, and 
she proposed one. She might have at¬ 
tempted one alone had she had sttrtl- 
clout funds.

Rev. L«wh Fca*e Atwood. 

At nearly fourscore, this veteran of the 
Congregational ministry rests from Ills 
labors, passing Into the life beyond from 
his home in South Weymouth on Tuesday 
noon. 

Horn In Dalton, Mass., Sept. 24, 1829. 
Ills life experience was prolonged and 
varied. Ills early education was limited, 
but supplemented by much reading. 
Three years lie spent on a whaling voy¬ 
age. going as far as Madagascar, result¬ 
ing In a life-long interest In sea allairs. 
Turning aside from profitable work In 
ear building, because convinced of a di¬ 
vine call, he received licensure as a 
preacher from the Wesleyan Methodists, 
sympathizing with their strong anti-slav¬ 
ery position, l.ater. In 1800, he joined 
the Congregational denomination. 

Two years ago he observed tnc com¬ 
pletion of fifty years of ministerial ser¬ 
vice That service w as faithfully carried 
on in Norton, llockp<i(l. North Jtijchester, 
Windsor. Washington, North Bradford, 
Westport, Chatham, South Dennis and 
Dlls in Massachusetts; Exeter In New 
Hampshire; Williamson, Ontario, N V 
City, Mission, West Greece, Palmer, 
South Bristol, Stewart's Comers, Heed's 
Corners and Gorham in New York; De 
Kalli and Cnlon in Illiuois; and Lowell, 
Westfield, South Troy and West New¬ 
bury In Vermont During this service he 
prepared 4,000 sermons ami about PH) 
lectures, officiated at 500 funerals ami 125 
marriages, and had 250 conversions. Be¬ 
sides the regular services, he held a great 
number of out-district meetings, involv¬ 
ing much discomfort In travel. He was 
not called to w hat men often regard the 
high places of the Held, hut as an humble, 
earnest, consecrated worker, receiving 
meagre compensation, enduring much 
hardship, persistency toiling in the face 
of manifold obstacl*-*. On many a home 
missionary Held, mi. n minded, vigorous 
in speech, ever abreast t»f the times, in¬ 
terested in all the work of the Master, he 
lias had a notable record, worthy of much 
honor. 

Five years agp; for b»» declining years, 
he came to South W«Sfmouth where he 
has gained the high esteem, and love of 
those coining to know him. IT A leaves a 
w idow ami daughter, also four feoSM, one 
of whom Is Alfred Bay Atwood.fyistqr Qf 
the Congregational church a| .yuin^y 
Point. 

The funeral was held at Ills late resi¬ 
dence ou Tower avenue, Thursday, at 2 
o'clock, Kev. H C iMvord ulllclatlng, 
assisted by Kev. L. W Attwood, auil a 
•liiartet from the Old South choir singing 
some of his favorite hymns. The burial 
is to be today in Pittsfield.

Shoe Industry. 

It Is a good sigh of Improving condi¬ 
tions in the hoot ami shoe manufacturing 
trade, that business is holding up so well 
at this time. It Is always expected that 
the last two or three weeks of the year 
w ill be the dullest of all In the wholesale 
trade Retailers may be deriving an In¬ 
come from their sales, but are too busy to 
think of any other conditions of the busi¬ 
ness. The recent depressed condition Is 
being rapidly eliminated, far jobbers who 
a few weeks ago countermanded their or¬ 
ders with the manufacturers or naked that 
they be temporarily delayed, are re¬ 
placing the orders, and asking as Immedi¬ 
ate attention ns can be given them This 
is counteracting the usual quietness of 
the manufacturing end ami Is giving a 
more cheerful aspect to the situation. 

It having been generally conceded that 
the money stringency Is passing; that 
shoes must be had by the people another 
season, In as great and probably an In¬ 
creased quantity, the prospect Is that In a 
few weeks there will lie a rush on the 
manufacturers by those who delayed or¬ 
dering at the usual time, ami shops will 
be congested with work for the wise buy¬ 
ers ami the. foolish ones. Everybody w ill 
be expecting a large business, and will 
want orders filled promptly and ahead of 
time If possible, and consequently buyers 
will have to lino up and take their turns, 
and those thrifty ones who convinced 
themselves that they could secure conces¬ 
sions hy holding otf will llnd themselves 
fortunate If they secure their orders in 
good season w ithout paying premiums for 
accommodation. 

As Is always the case, winter weather 
makes better business, ami w herever the 
cold ami snow have been experienced re¬ 
tail trade has been Improved thereby. 
The transactions In overshoes ami rubbers 
have been no small Items iu increasing 
trade in the shoe stores, ami helping 
other goods to move. 

There has been the usual activity in 
holiday goods, and while the volume may 
not be quite so great as in previous years, 
enough business has been done to cause 
the jobbers to see that If they are to keep 
dealers supplied they must replenish 
stocks: accordingly they have been ask¬ 
ing manufacturers for prompt deliveries. 

There Is some business being done lu 
sizings which Indicates that stocks arc 
being reduced In the hands of retailers 
and that promises increased confidence 
for next season’s business. Traveling 
salesmen are returning to spend the holi¬ 
days at their homes, havlug made some 
very good sales of sprlug and summer 
lines, though suppllmentary orders have 
uot been so frequent as they would have 
desired; however, it Is thought that the . 
average of orders hooked Is high, when 
all conditions influencing trade lately are 
taken into consideration. 

In spite of the temptation to some deal¬ 
ers to offer cheapor grades of shoes lu 
order to meet the demands of persons 
most affected by business conditions, It 
has been almost Impossible to develop any 
such business. The people have been 
educated to believe In the worth and lu- 
creascd durability of high-grade shoes, 
and It Is difllcult to secure poor leather 
from which to make cheap goods, the tan¬ 
ners not being Inclined to lower their 
standards ; at the same time, the public 
taste has been so educated that It Is hard 
for people to consider cheap goods even 
if the high prices are a burden on pocket- 
books. 

As the mouth Is draw lug to a close, 
those who are looking back over It are 
tludlng that It has not been so bad after 
all. A Chicago dealer finds in It the big¬ 
gest week la the history of his business. 
New York dealers report Increasing trade. 
Lynn manufacturers are not complalng, 
ami all are expecting greater things In 
1908. 

There is no loss of faith In the reign of 
the oxford shoe next season. It is 
argued that the high Napoleon-top boot 
worn by women with so much satisfaction 
this seasou will help thu sale of oxfords. 
The Napolcou will be unseasonable at 
Easter, aud by that day the oxford or 
low-cut of any style must be worn, for 
comfort If not for fashlou. 

These Napoleons have proved their 
worth to the trade as well as the customer. 
To the latter they have Insured dry and 
well-protected ankles w ith attendant good 
health. To the dealer they have beeu a 
novelty which appealed well to the cus- | 
turners; to the manufacturer they were 
of advautage because they gave an oppor¬ 
tunity to produce a high-grade shoe that 
would command a good price, because of 
the materials and workmanship embodied 
To the tauuer they have been a boou be¬ 
cause they required more leather than thu 
boot of ordinary lop; so uo boot of re- 
ceut years has been so productive of good 
busluess as the Napoleon-topped boot for 
women. 

Having made such a good impression in 
1907, It Is believed that there will be no 
loss of prestige in 1908, and anot.ier good 
year is ahead for the Napoleons —Boston 
Transcript.

Old Colony Club. 

At the regular meeting of the Old Col¬ 
ony club held on December 20tb, Dr 
Richard Burton, Professor of English in 
the University of Minnesota, spoke on 
“The Drama a* a Social Force." The 
drama, he said, Is the broadest and most 
democratic form of literature, since It ap¬ 
peal* to those w ho cannot read, as well 
as to the most scholarly. Of all the 
forces affecting our modern life, the 
theatre Is second to none In Importance, 
since "Things seen are mightier than 
things heard." He spoke of the honor¬ 
able history of the play, which In every 
nation started in the church, with the 
pi lusts ns the first actor*. Ow ing to the 
particular history of the English theatre, 
the drama has passed through a long 
period of disrepute and has lived down to 
Its reputation. But the theatre Is here to 
stay ns a tremendous force, and lu the 
last thirty years there has been a new 
birth of the drama The social position 
of the actors ha* Improved; the attitude 
of schools ami colleges has changed; the 
book of the piny Is now printed ami on 
sale: there Is a strong movement for the 
endowed theatre, which may devote Itself 
to art, Independent of the Box Ofllcc; 
and—most hopeful sign of all—there Is a 
new school of drama, which is really line 
literature. The father of this modern 
school Is Ibsen, who, while many of his 
plays are unpleasant, has made us think, 
and has revolutionized technical form, in¬ 
volving a better form than Shakespcre 
knew Standing with Ibsen’s are such 
names ns Bjornsoo, D'Annuujlo, Valdez, 
Hauptmann. Sudermaun, Rostand, Pinero, 
Arthur Henry Jones. Oscar Wilde, Ber¬ 
nard Shaw, Stephen Phillips and W. H 
Yeates. It Is the duty of all of us to go 
to the theatre, encouraging the good, and 
frowning upon the bod, either in art or In 
morals We should read dramatic criti¬ 
cism, and Inform ourselves about the play 
of the hour. So >liull we have our part 
in a great movement. 

The next meeting will be the annual 
guest night on January loth. The play 
"Mr Bob" will be given, followed by re¬ 
freshments and dancing to the inspiring 
strains of Mace Gay’s orchestra. Guest

STRENUOUS SCOTS. 

An Old Time New Year's Celebration 
That Ended on the Gallows. 

New Year's calling Is In Scotland de¬ 
nominated "first footing," the idea be¬ 
ing that good or evil fortune Is brought 
to the houso by the character of him 
who first sets foot within Its doors after 
the new year begins. During the last 
century first footing began ou the last 
stroke of 12. eager lovers stationing 
themselves ut or near the door of their 
Inamoratas In order to he the first to 
enter after the church bells announced 
the hour. The streets of ICdlubtirgh 
from midnight until morning were 
crowded with first footers, for Hog- 
innnay day was the greatest of thu 
(Scottish year. How It cumo to ho 
called Hogmanay day Is a mystery the 
antiquarians have never been able to 
solve. 

In the year 1811 first footing received 
a severe cheek In Edinburgh, for a 
hand of local toughs took advantage of 
the opportunity to hold up a largo 
number of citizens and bcut thoso who 
resisted. Three or four persons were 
killed and n large number severely In¬ 
jured. Tbo government exerted Itself, 
arrested most of the robbers and recap¬ 
tured the rich booty they had taken. 
Thrco were hung and the remainder 
transported for life, but first footing 
by night fell temporarily Into disfavor. 
It is still practiced in tbo country 
towns aud rural districts, but In tbo 
large Scottish cities most of tho calling 
Is done by daylight.—Now York Trlb- 


A Worldwide Holiday. 

Practically every raco and nation ob¬ 
serves New Year's day by somo tlmo 
honored custom. Tho "feast” Is said 
to be the oldest of nil, having Its origin 
in prehistoric times iu "sun" or ‘‘na¬ 
ture" worship. As tlmo grew apace 
tho fcNtlvul took on curious customs 
hero and there, so that now It repre¬ 
sents a charming mixture of mythol¬ 
ogy, legend and superstitions ex pressed 
hy quaint customs almost as varied as 
ure tho people who observe them, lu 
tho United States tho day Is scarcely 
more than a holiday, with an unro¬ 
mantic "wntph night" thrown lu, but 
In Scotland.

and tho promoter of friendship, when 
all resentment* uud utrlfu were laid

In France and Spain. 

In France and Spain New Year's la 
quite similar to the Christinas of this 
country, only It 1* the occasion of ex¬ 
cessive mendicancy In the streets and 
tho Hpuulsh custom of dancing lu the 
thoroughfares In luq*e of lecelvlug 
"aguluuMo*" or small gifts In money 
or sweets from Ihe householders uud 
spectators enjoying the performance.

S KA onptnlns from tunny ports 
were congregated In n marine 
resort at the port of Vancouver, 
It. C. They were spinning New 
Year’s yarn*. 

"I will tell you a little experience of 
mine," said one of them "On Now 
Year’s day. 1880, I shared inv plum 
pudding with an cx FIJI cannibal. This 
Is how It came ultout; I was off FIJI 
on Dec. 30. aud. desiring to spend 
Christmas in port, I made for I.nthula 
boy. ns no pilot was In sight.

In the street, over the whole 
city shouted ‘Prosit .Ven Jahr!' lu 
families all the members embra* e each 
other with wishes of happiness fur 
the new year Then the windows are 
thrown o|ieii, uud they cry to their 
neighbors or those passing by. 

"The streets were full of people 
shouting to one another and to those 
standing at the open windows. \Ve 
failed not to cry ‘Prosit Neu Jahr!' 
whenever we ^iw a damsel at the win 
dow, and the words came buck to us 
inure musically than we sent them. 
Along the Zell the npectado was most 
singular The great wide street wus 
filled with companion of men march¬ 
ing up and down, while from the mu** 
rang up one deafening, unending shout 
that seemed to pierce the Muck sky 
aM>ve The w hole scone looked stran¬ 
ger nml wilder from the dickering light 
of the swinging lumps, uud 1 could 
uot help thinking It must resemble a 
night lit Paris dining the Frcueh revo¬ 
lution." 


THE CHRISTIAN ERA. 


Invented by the Abbot Dionysius In 
the Year 525. 

Tho Christian era. so called l**cnti*o 
It dates from’tlie portion of Christ. I* 
now* universally used by the nations 
of Europe and America, but five cen¬ 
turies elapsed liefore It was Invented 
nnd five morn before It was generally 
adopted. 

In r,2ft the Roman abbot Dionysius 
licgnn to count the years ah Incnron- 
tloite Domini (from the Incarnation of 
the Lord) The first year of hi* Dio 
nyslnn era ran from .Init. 1 to Dee. 81 
of the seven hundred and fifty fourth 
year of the city* of Rome. Ho set Dec. 

ns the date of Jesus* birth, ns. ac¬ 
cording to church usage. Incarnation 
means conception, not nativity. This 
method of computing time found great 
favor nml was officially Indorsed by 
Charlemagne. 

In the tenth century It was widely 
accepted. In Spain, however. It did 
not displace the so called Spanish era, 
licglnnlng with the year 710 II. un¬ 
til the end of the fourteenth century. 
In Russia It was Introduced by Peter 
tho Great In 1700 The German em¬ 
peror began the year nt Dec. 25 until 
the latter part of the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury, France at Easter day until 1507. 
Jnn. 1 was not fixed upon ns New 
Year’s day In Scotland until 150!) nnd 
In England 1752 

Virtue In New Year’# Athea. 

In many parts of Wales the ashes of 
the fires lighted by each household on 
New Year's eve are carefully preserv¬ 
ed from year to year. Special virtue 
Is attached to these fishes In the cure 
| of-certain forms of disease. For the 
I "falling sickness" (epileptic fits) they 
nro regarded as a specific, as Indeed 
they also are for any form of convul¬ 
sions. They are also thought by the 
bcllovcrs In such things to possess 
some power ns love philters; hut. like 
nil such potions, they must, of course. 
Ik» administered without the knowledge 
of the person upon whom they nro de¬ 
signed to exert their Influence. It Is 
generally believed by nearly all the 
native antiquarians that the great 
majority of the superstitions of the 
Welsh peasantry associated with New 
Yenr's eve. nnd especially with the 
New Year’s eve fire, nro nmong tho 
oldest of which we have any knowl¬ 
edge nnd are clung to more tenaciously 
than any others which find favor with 
the people of other nations. 

Now Year's In Rural Russia. 

In the country villages of Russia 
New Year’s, celebrated on Jan. 13. Is 
pre-eminently a children’s day when 
the little folks are allowed the great- 
est liberties. Early lu the morning 
the boys arm themselves with pens 
nnd wheat. Their enemies they sub¬ 
ject to a fusillade of pens and their 
friends a shower of wheat. After go¬ 
ing from house to house with this per¬ 
formance they accompany a gayly 
caparisoned horse or nss to the homo 
of the nobleman who Is their landlord 
and master. Doth the beast nnd tho 
visitors are admitted to the best room 
of the nobleman's house, and the latter 
are given presents. Following this re¬ 
ception the old women bring n drove 
of decorated fowls to the lord. The 
Interchange of gifts Is nil expression of 
good will between lord nnd peasants. 
—Brooklyn Eagle. 

No Parsimony In Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia opens Its purse strings 
wide on New Year’s day nnd "blows 
itself" extensively on Its great parade. 
Some years ago the lender of n down¬ 
town organization, which presented 
something like $20,000 In costumes 
alone, had a suit which took several 
mouths to make. The design alone ho 
had been thinking out for two years 
ahead, nnd he had secured the service 
of a highly priced nnd secret costumer. 
The material lu this mammoth suit, 
for It took some fifty pages to carry It, 
was of the finest texture. He showed 
it to a few friends at his home about 
a month before the day on which he 
was to don it. It was so largo that It 
took up two rooms In the upper story 
of the house. 1
